THE PRIVILEGE OF WORKING. 


Yoonger Sons of English Gentlemen TVbo 


Come to America to Leara How to 
Drive a Flow and a Bargain—Winding 
Dp an Hotel Dllliwaehers. 


In some of the northwestern cities like 


St. Paul, Minneapolis and Winnipeg, it 
is an every day sight to see a young Brit- 
isher land from the train, with one eye- 
glass screwed into his face (in order that 
ho may not see more than he can com- 
prehend, gome one has been urjriiid 
enough to Bay), a corduroy suit of blouse 
and knickerbockers, bright yellow leath- 
er gaiters buttoned up to the knee, a 
fore and aft cap, two guna, that he may 
shoot all the buffalo he expects to find 
just outside the town, a dog and about 
500 pounds of baggage, lie has come to 
learn fanning. Ho is a gentleman's sou, 
accustomed to comparative luxury and 
ease all his life. 


Arrangements have been mode for 


him by HOUIO English firm, of whom 
thiTo are a good many in this business, 
to do "chores" for his board, and to pay 
£100 down to "learn farming"—that is, 
to matter tho mysteries of harnessing a 
home, to milk a cow, to drive a sulky 
plow, to drive a seeder, to drive a mow- 
er, to drive a harvester and, possibly, to 
.Irive a bargain. As soon as ho has mas- 
tered the last accomplishment, he gen- 
erally sees that ho has been duped, leaves 
his teacher and strikes out for himself. 


T1JEY \VAST TO OO HOME. 


The coarse food of the farmer's table 


and tho rough society of his hired help, 


ho get good wages, while he gets noth- 


ing, generally diagugt him, however, 
long before he reaches the stage of edu- 
cation hu>t mentioned, and the young 
man starts for the nearest town, hoping 
to find more congenial employment. He 
goes to the hotel, and by the time he haa 
discovered that there is no demand for 
any cla*s of unskilled labor, save on the 
farm, ho is in debt to the landlord, and 
in a great many cases brings up in the 
hotel kitchen as a waiter or dishwasher, 
or even a stable boy. 


One of the peculiar things about this 


class of young fellows is the longing all 
of them have to go home again and their 
evident inability to gratify that wish, 
although moat of them receive sums of 
money from their friends In tho old 
country at regular intervals. The fact 
seems to be that they aro not wanted at 
home. Their parents ewin glad, or at 
lea.it willing, to have their boys undergo 
considerable liardship, with dangers to 
mi >rali and health, rather than to have 
them meet the inevitable evils of idle- 
tif.i!) iii England. For 
tho prejudice 


against any form of trade or business, 
outMdu the professions, is strong there 
yet, and many an English gentleman 
would rather have his boy washing 
di.ilu .1 in America than standing behind 
a counter in England. Of course it ia 
not heralded from the housetops that 
dear Reginald is washing dishes in 
America; oh, no, he is "ranching it in 
theucft." 


"I remember tho case of two young 


lads," said a Dakota lawyer, "fresh from 
a famous boys' college in England. What 
struck mo particularly when first I saw 
them \sas their cheerfulness and their 
boots. 


"Their boots were amazing. Tho boys 


wero short for their ages, lo and 10, but 
tho boots would have reached halfway 
abi ^ u tho knurs of the tallest man in the 
settlement, and were big in the feet in 
proportion.
